Young B eets Cooked With Their Tops Are One of S ea so n ’s F in est T reats 


Beets are easily grown in Hie 
Victory garden, and provide food 
of high nutritive value. 
Their tops 
are am ong the richest sources of 
Vitam ins A and C; while both tops 
apd 
roots 
provide 
m inerals 
and 
other food elem en ts. 
The Victory garden program m e 
should be planned to enable nearly 
every beet seed sown to grow into 
a usable plant. 
This is possible by 
sowing 
thinly 
and 
allowing 
all 
plants to grow until those which 
are thinned out tail be used. 
Beet seeds are la rg e and soft: each 
‘•seed’’ in fact is a cluster of seed s 
aud will grow se v e ra l plants. 
Sow 
them not over six seeds to the inch 
in a half inch drill, and firm the 
soil well over them , because the 
seeds are rough and air pockets 
easily form, preven tin g close con­ 
tact with the soil. 
First thinning m a y be delayed 
until the roots h a v e begun to thick­ 
en and the le a v e s are two inches 
or m ore wide. 
At this stage and 
as long as the lea v e s rem ain ten­ 
der, a difch of b eet greens cooked 
with the tiny b eets w ill be a de­ 
light, as well as one of the m ost 
nourishing dish es of the 
season. 
Thin gradually all along the row. 
using the e x ce ss plants, until the 
individual plants are four to six 


inches apart, depending on the fer 
tility of your garden. 
At this distance the beets will 
grow all sum m er, in fertile soil, 
and good varieties rem ain tender 
and sw eet even when they reach 
several inches in diam eter. 
They 
are at their best, how ever, when 
not over two inches in diam eter, 
and m any gardeners plan to use 
them before they ex ce ed this size, 
aud m ak e succession plantings to 
provide a continuous harvest. 
For 
canning, the sm all b eets are pref­ 
erable, The harvest from on* sow­ 
ing will extend over six w eek s b e­ 
fore the tops get som ew h at tough 
and stringy, 
and the roots grow 
large. 
For canning, a row o f beets can 
be 
sown 
especially, 
thinned out 
gradually and harvested in one day 
when they h ave reached the d e­ 
sired size, and the cannin g crew is 
ready to operate. 
B eets are easily stored for win­ 
ter in a root cellar, or in earthen 
pits, and will keep a s w ell as car­ 
rots. 
There are no serious dis­ 
ea ses likely to attack them in hom e 
gardens, 
and few insects bother 
them. 
Colorless patches on the 
leaves are likely to be caused by a 
leaf miner, against which it is dif­ 
ficult to protect them , but which 
does little dam age as a rule.
